Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 04/23/2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 8, 9, and 1 1 remain pending. Claims 16 and 17 have been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 8, 9, 11, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fujimura et al. (US 2003/0228249 Al). 

Regarding claims 8, 9, and 16, Fujimura et al. discloses a fluoroelastomer consisting of 
ultradispersed diamond particles which is used for sealing (UDD) [0327-033 1]. The average 
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particle size of the diamond particles are 4.2 nm or less [0002]. There are no other fillers added 
to the composition. 

Regarding claim 11, Fujimara does not disclose the sealing material is used for 
semiconductor manufacturing equipment. The recitation of a new intended use for an old 
product does not make a claim to that old product patentable. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 
1477, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431 (Fed. Cir. 1997). See MPEP § 2111.02. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujimura et al. (US 
2003/0228249 Al). 

Regarding claim 17, Fujimura et al. discloses a fluoroelastomer consisting of 
ultradispersed diamond particles which is used for sealing (UDD) [0327-0331]. The average 
particle size of the diamond particles are 4.2 nm or less [0002]. There are no other fillers added 
to the composition. 

Response to Arguments
